FAILS IN EFFORT TO 


STOP WIFE'S SUICIDE 


Seattle.—Clutching his wife's skirt 


as she climbed out of a window in a 
local hotel Fnday. in a suicidal at- 
tempt. J. Louis Johnson of Duluth, 
Minn., tried to save her. 


The skirt ripped and Mrs. Johnson 


hurtled five and a half stories to-the 
alley pavement, breaking through 
three heavy power wires in her flight. 
She died while being placed in an am- 
bulance. She was 65 years old. 


Johnson sold out his business in Du 


luth several da>s ago and he and his 
wife came here with a party of four 
other people, arriving last night. 


Louis S. Levy of New York, and John

Poughkeepsie. guardian for 2-year -ok 
Guy Stillman named as codefendant 
with his mother. 


Later, it was understood. Mack was

Agreement in Packer Troubles 


Has Significance to Work- 


er and Employer. 


HARBING SHOWS HIS HAND 
President Will Hot Permit Em- 


ployers to Take Advan- 


tage of Situation.

Washington. — President Harding 


was a happy man Friday. His ad- 
ministration had settled the first big 
industrial controversy that had threat- 
ened to disturb the economic peace of 
the country. Mr. Harding met the 
representatives of both the packers 
and their employes and expressed his 
gratification over the amicable out- 
come. Secretaries Davis. Hoover and 
Wallace, of tho departments of labor, 
commerce and agriculture, who hand- 
led the negotiations for the govern- 
ment, were there too and it was really 
an unusual sight—employer and em- 
ployee joyful over the result. 


Broadly speaking, there is a, deeper 


significance in the settlement ot th« 
packer troubles than appears on the 
surface. Members of the cabinet were 
careful to point oat that some of the 
morning: papers gave a wrong 
im- 


pression when they endeavored to in- 
terpret the policy of the Harding ad- 
ministration as one favoring 
wage 


cuts. The reduction in wages in this 
case was entirely a matter between 
both parties to the controversy and 
was neither suggested by the adminis- 
tration nor pressed by it as a point of 
especial interest to the government. 


Was a- Compromise 


But there was a principle laid down 


which may be of guidance in industri- 
al disputes in the future and which 
has a world of meaning to the business 
world in America. It is simply that 
union labor is not unwilling to accept 
reductions in -wages if there is no at- 
tempt at the same .time to use the-i 
economic situation as a - means of 
breaking down the standards which 
union labor acquired for itself during 
the war.

The packers say they could have 


stood a strike. The men naturally i 
didnt want to be thrown, out of em- j 
pioyment at this time but they would 
have endured great sacrifices if the 
packers had insisted upon abrogating 
the eight hour day and other advan- 
tages which have nothing to do with 
compensation, but which have a great 
deal to do with conditions of work. 


Of course, it cannot be said that per- 


manent peace has been attained as be- 
tween the packers and their employes. 
A more accurate description of the | 
settlement would be to call it a stx. 
months truce but the psychological ef- 
fect of the agreement is the confident 
hope that a recurrence of controversy 
may be handled later or in the same 
way as it was this time. 


Agree to Abitrsttoo 


For the neit six months at any rate 


the employes accepted & reduction in 
pay of about 8 cents an hour while 
the packers agreed not to make any 
further wage reductions without sub- 
mitting them to arbitration. 


The packers granted the eight hocr 


day, which had previously been the 
standard, and agreed to submit any 
changes In work hours to the admin- 
istrator, Judge Alschuler, who has 
been virtually the dictator as between 
employes and employers in the pack- 
ing industry since the war. The Al 
schuler agreement, which became ef-

The new conception of our 


dutr to the bov rejects a good deal of de- 
pressing nonsense concerning predestina- 
tion and the bondage of heredity and ac- 
cepts tie more hopeful view that a great 
deal can be done for any normal boy to- 
ward helping him become a useful if not a 
distinguished citizen. The surpassing en- 
crtry with which the youngster is endowed 
is nature's own eqnipmetat of him for life's 
battle : direction into right channels and 
training for social utility are made expe- 
dient by the requirements of a modern, and 
complex society. In the primitive time 
ivhen mere existence involved a struggle, 
there were fewer temptations to going 
astray. Now the problem of the period is 
to furnish prudent and intelligent guid- 
ance as the result of which youthful ebul- 
liency of spirit may be made a social as- 
s^t. and never permitted to become a lia- 
bility. 


Selfishness in individuals runs back to 


the prehistoric law of the survival of the 
tittest. Greed and cunning, and destrnc- 
tiveness. and the gang spirit, and love of 
adventure are manifestations of the in- 
stinct of self-preservation. It is perhaps 
true that in the youthful cycle the lad 
passes through the various stages that 
have marked the progress of the race ; but 
it is inexcusably -wasteful, nor is it longer 
necessary that he should acquire all of 
his knowledge of life in the dear school of 
experience. It is the duty of the elders, 
who know the pitfalls and who maybe 
have not always avoided them, to point 
the way. The fullest measure of practi- 
cal experience in working out his prob- 
lems consistent with his probable spiritual 
and moral safety, yet with wise oversight 
that restrains him when the danger line 
is approached is fhe Boy Seout ideal. Op- 
portunity for service soch as is offered by 
adult leadership in this and similar move- 
ments ought to be welcomed by men who 
have the welfare of humanity at heart.

that gives him fan play for his gregarious 
desires, yet leads him. into pleasant paths. 
is taught respect for law, for orderly de- 
velopment, for «vohrtk» as distinguished 
from revolution, aad for the principle that- 
acceptance of benefits implies correspond- 
ing obligation. A Boy Scout, so runs 
the scout law. is trustworthy, loyal, cour- 
teous, kind, obedient, cheerful thrifty, 
helpful, brave, clean and reverent. Fun- 
damentally every boy is loyal — to some 
ideal — and it is largely needless that he 
shafl be permitted to grow up to manifest 
this spirit in the aspect that gave rise to 
the adage about there being honor among 
thieves. The seout attributes — all of 
them — are capable of development through 
guidance of the instincts of imitation and 
emulation.

Turning the searchlight on conditions at 


Ellis Island, where four-fifths of all im- 
migrants get 
their first contact with 


American institutions reveals a jumble of 
physical filth, disease, hardship, official 
inefficiency and heartlessness. And the 
consequences of such a situation must be 
considered from two sides—the effect on 
the immigrant and the effect on America. 
Combined, there can be only one conclu- 
sion, and this is it: 


Ellis Island is a caneer seed. Its roots 


are reaching out and threatening the pub- 
lic health, the Americanization movement, 
our standard of citizenship and our great- 
est national asset—love of America,- pride 
in American institutions, and loyalty. 


Congress is the only doctor that can re- 


move this cancer. Changing personnel in 
the immigration 
bureau is merely a 


palliative. 


Congress should go after Ellis Island 


as thoroughly and by the same proceedure 
that doctors go after pestilence. Congress 
should investigate, diagnose, decide upon 
a remedy and apply it quickly. 


The need for economy has been urged 


as an excuse for delaying the operation, 
but Ellis Island collects more than enough 
from immigrants to give them the best of 
care. 
Commissioner ^Vallis, in charge, 


points out that "the government has made 
§5,000,000 more out of immigration 
than it has spent,'' though the immigra- 
tion service never was intended to yield 
a profit. 


The immigrant of today is our neighbor 


tomorrow. Whether he will become a good 
citizen or not depends in large part on 
what congress now does to clean up and 
reorganize Ellis Island, the incubator of 
citizenship, good or bad.

We have but a hazy notion of 
American diplomatic history and no no- 
tion at all of what M. Viviani and Presi- 
'dent Harding will talk about. It may be 
this is one of the things the French envoy 
wants to touch up a bit. along with other 
little matters that got twisted up or over- 
looked at the Versailles confab.

had that we should cancel France's war 
debt.

ANSWER—The stain is due to the base metal al- 


loyed with the gold, whether it be sulphur, copper 
or other metal, reacting with sulphur compounds 
present in healtthy skin and perspiration, forming 
a sulphide of metal, which is black. Socalled oxi- 
dized silver is really a sulphide of silver. The notion 
that such a stain points toward anything wrong 
with the health is absurd. It points only toward 
a poor alloy.

Science Makes the Curious 
Discovery That a Child Born 


Left-Handed Is Likely to 
Stutter and Lose His Best 
Mental Powers If He Is Made

ROBABLY 'you have laughed at left- 
handed boys and men and called 
them "southpaws" or "side-wheelers." 


From the beginning of human history 


there has been an Impression that left- 
handers are queer or awkward. 
The 


ancient Romans called them "sinister," 
which we have preserved as a word of 
evil meaning. The French -word "gauche" 
means either simply "left" or "awkward,"' 
and we often use the word in the second 
sense. One of the earliest left-handers on 
record was Ehud, mentioned in the Book 
of Judges in the Bible, who took advantage 
of his left-bandedness to stab the fat King 
of Moab unexpectedly in the stomach. 


In fact, many unflattering impressions 


concerning left-handers prevail. 
Some 


people think they are a bit crazy, while 
the majority, perhaps, believe that they 
grew that way by some unfortunate acci- 
dent. 


Now science has found out a lot of new 


facts about left-handers. It has found that 
they are made that way by nature, that 
they should not be changed and that they 
are capable of the highest skill and mental 
•development. 


But the most important fact discovered 


by science is that It is extremely danger- 
ous and disastrous to attempt to change a 
left-handed child into a right-handeli one. 
Nearly 
one-half of all stutterers are 


caused in that way! 


Professor \V. Franklin Jones, Ph. D., 


head of the Department of Education and 
Director of Graduate Courses in the Uni- 
versity of South Dakota, has published a 
study of 20,000 persons, made with a view 
of solving the problems of "master hand- 
edness." 


His researches convinced him that every 


human being is born with a major and a 
minor hand. 
About 96 per cent of the 


human race are born right-handed and 
4 per cent left-handed. 


The fact that you are born with a major 


hand and arm is proved by the major arm 
having a more massive bone equipment. 
This evidence is present at birth. Profes- 
sor Jones has confirmed his bone measure- 
ments by examining dead men as well as 
live ones. 
* 


When yon have adopted the use of your 


natural major hand the fact is evidenced 
by the greater muscle development of the 
major arm. 


In cases where the functions of the nat- 


ural major haad have been transferred to 
the other hand, the professor finds that the 
bones of the natural major arm are 
larger, but that the muscles of the opposite 
arm are greater. 


Professor Jones found •at three-fourths 


of all born left-banders are transferred to 
the right hand either by purposive interfer- 
ence or hy accident. It has Ion? been the 
custom among the vast majority of school 
teachers throughout the country to delib- 
erately change left-handed children 
to 


right-handers when 
teaching 
them to 


write. The practice may have been aban- 
doned in some centres, but it still prevails 
generally and there ij no settled policy on 
the subject. 


The professor declares that physical dis- 


aster in the form of stammering is very 
Mkely to follow hand transference. About 
one-half of all stammerers have been 
transferred in childh-jod from one hand to 
the other. 
One-third of all left-to-right 


transfers are afflicted with stammering, 
as against approximately 1 per cent of 
all ordinary left-handers and less than 1 
per cent of all pure right-handers. The 
icason why ordinary left-handers stammer 
more than right-hanbers is that many of 
the former have been tainted by the tra- 
dition that they should change to right as 
much as possible. 


The professor finds that stammering IB 


especially associated with the old practice 
of making left-handed children write with 
the right hand—the natural minor hand. 


• He condemns this practice as unwarranted 
and dangerous interference with nature. 


The reason why changing the natural 


major hand causes stammering is ex- 
plained by certain well-known principles 
of brain function, although the details of 
•what happens are not yet fully understood. 


It has long been proved that the move- 


ments of one side of the body are con- 
trolled by the opposite hemispnere of the 
brain. If you are right-handed the left 
hemisphere controls your right hand, and 
11 you are left-handed the conditions are 
reversed.

And now, why should changing left- 


handed children to right-handed make 
them stammer?

Therefore his 
left hand and his right brain are control- 
ling his infant life, and there Is a distinct 
functioning speech centre in his right 
brain.

His 
theory is that there are four highly special- 
ized brain rcntros in the speech of the 
normal adult, namHy, two sensory—the 
auditory and the visual, and t\vo motor—• 
the vocal ami the writing (graphic word) 
centres: (2) that all four of these, centres 
are normally located in one (hence called 
superior) hemisphere oC the brain, and (:') 
that though the muscles of the vocal or- 
gans are anatomically connected witfi each 
brain hemisphere, they are functionally 
connected with only one. 


"Since the child hears words freely bo- 


fore he speaks or sees or writes them; 
since he speaks freely before ho s?"s them, 
and SPPS them freely before he writes 
them freely, we may reasonably assume 
that the graphic word, or writing centre, fa 
the last to he called into function," says 
Professor Jones. 
"V,Ve may also assume 


that the writing centre is called into 
function whenever the child begins to 
write or scribble, and this Is quite certain 
to be before he is eight years ot age. 


"In any case, we must assume that there 


IP an intimate functional connection among 
the word centres, such that whenever the 
last-developed centre (the writing centre) 
is functioning, all the word centres are 
likely to function; 'and any interference 
with this functional unity may result in 
turning the neural currents into wrong— 
or even conflicting—channels, thus giving

mering." 


Professor Jones suggests that the injury 


done in changing left-handed into right- 
handed children is aggravated by the fact 
that the transference is accompanied by 
nagging, threatening, hand tying, wearing 
of mittens and other circumstances. 


It must not bo supposed that all cases 


of stammering are due to hand transfer- 
ence. 
Some are caused by deep-seated 


nerve injuries. 


Many strange historical facts concern- 


ing stammerers are explained by the 
newest scientific investigations. The un 
lortunate King Charles I. of England, who 
lost his head oil the block, is stated by his 
historians to have been a. great stammerer. 
C'ourtly chroniclers of his own time also 
pay that the King could uso both hands 
with equal skill—in other words, that he 
was 
ambidextrous, a 
condition which 


scientists now say is not natural. He 
wrote his name and used a sword with 
his right hand—it would not have been 
dignified for a king to have done other- 
wise. On the other hand, it is said he 
could fence equally well with the left hand. 


It now appears that King Charles was 


a 
natural 
left-hander who had been 


changed more or less imperfectly to the 
right. 
This would explain his stammer- 


ing. Moreover, we find that he displayed 
amazing vacillation—at one moment sup-

pressing the liberties of the people by an 
outrageous use of force and at another 
promising them everything they asked. 
In the light of recent research his conduct 
indicates that there was a confusion of 
the nerve currents from his right and left 
brains, due to changing his natural major 
hand. 


This is an extraordinary Illustration of 


the danger of correcting a left-hander, be- 
cause not only did it make the King a 
stammerer, but it led him to behave in 
such a manner that most of his devoted 
Adherents were killed or ruined, and he 
was finally led to execution. 
_Loss of skill in the use of the hands fol- 
lows interference with natural banded- 
ness. 
Professor Jones found that pure 


left-handers who liave not been interfered 
with in the free use of the left hand 
possess about the same degree of skill as 
pure right-handers, but those who have 
been interfered with lack the extreme skill 
of the pure right- and the pure left-hander. 
The "transfer" cannot hope to compete In 
skill with the naturally handed man. Ha 
has two ordinary arms rather than one 
skilled and "one helping arm, which is the 
natural condition. 


It has been proved that pure left-handed- 


ness is consistent witn the highest degree) 
of skill and intelligence. Marshal Foch, 
the most famous soldier of our time, is 
left-handed. Leonardo da Vinci, one of the 
greatest artists of all time, painted with, 
his left hand, wrote .left-handed and often 
backward. To pass from the sublime to 
the ridiculous—Charlie Chaplin Is left- 
handed. 


Other left-handers are Sir James Barrie. 


the playwright; Babe Ruth, Tris Speaker 
and Ty Cobb. the ball players; Norman 
Brookes. Lindley Murray, Dwight Davis 
and Seals Wright, the tennis players. 


Changing a right-hander to left is prob- 


ably as dangerous as the reverse process, 
but it happens much less often. It follows 
usually an accident to the right hand. 
Approximately 1 per cent of either born 
lisht- or born left-handers are transferred 
by accident. 


There is a widespread belief that it 


would be desirable to make cHldren two- 
handed, or ambidextrous. Professor Jones 
shows that this is as much a mistake as 
changing the master nand. It is based on 
the impression that master handodness is 
not natural, but thi? also has been shown 
to be an error. 
Some persons have, rea- 


soned loosely that It is not natural to be 
master handed because animals are not 
born that way. The truth appears to be 
that men be.-ame right-handed at or be- 
fore the stage when they became human.

Professor Jones recommends that chil-
